REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


‘To the School Board of Chester: 

Herein is submitted my fourth annual report. Atten- 
tion is called to present school organization, per pupil 
costs, and high school and academy tuition. 

Present Organization. 

The only teacher change in your three schools oc- 
curred in the upper grades at the Village. After two 
years of efficient work in Chester and following her 
re-electicon for a third year to the Village Grammar 
School, Miss Christie Morse was released to accept 
professional promotion to a departmental position in 
the Lancaster Junior High School. Mrs. Edith L. 
Messer of New London was elected to succeed Miss 
Morse. Mrs. Messer brings to her work in Chester, 
special training combined with mature and success- 
full experiencce. 

In view of the continued large enrollment of pupils 
you are fortunate to retain in all schools, experienced 


teachers, all of whom now hold permanent state 
certificates. 
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I wish to call to your particular attention the 
printed report of the School Nurse, Mrs. Helen J. 
House. This excellent record of accomplishment was 
made possible only through the efficient services of 
your nurse and the generous cooperation of Parent- 
Teacher Association, Grange, and other local organ- 
izations. 


Per Pupil Costs 


For the school year closing last June the per pupil 
cost in Chester’s schools was reduced below that of 
the previous year by more than twelve'dollars. This 
was also true of the Chester figures in comparison 
with the median cost per pupil for all public element- 
ary schools of the state. 

Following are the elementary school enrollments, 
numbers transported, and costs per pupil for the last 
three years.

Two factors contributed last year to the low per 
pupil cost of $69.27; first the increased number of 
pupils, and second the reduction in certain items of 
elementary school expenditure. 

Greater reductions in elementary school expendi- 
ture, made necessary this year to meet the district’s. 
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liability for high school and academy tuitions, have 
resulted in a reduction of approximately three hund- 
red dollars in Chester’s state and aid allotment payable 
in December 1933. 


HIGH SCHOOL AND ACADEMY 
TUITION 


The number of Chester pupils attending high 
schools and academies has increased in the last year 
from sixteen to twenty-six. The entire class of 
thirteen, graduated from your Eighth Grade last 
June, entered high schools and, with one exception, 
have continued in attendance. Fortunately the mark- 
ed reduction in tuition liability has decreased in part 
the added cost to the district and has made unneces- 
sary a special appropriation otherwise needed at thé 
March meeting. | 

Following are the per pupil costs of high school and 
academy tuition for the past five years. These fig- 
ures represent the maximum of district liability.
